morely ‘submitted absolutely fantastic and baseless figures in rogard’ 
to the futuro. magnitude of German exports, German ‘counter- 
proposals would show. that Germany was taking her obligations 
Meriously, Germany would take pains to make proposals which 
Wero practicablo and which would meet the most urgent of the 
Allies.

‘clear financial obligations. Agreement was also needed in regard to 
the conditions under which Germany’s exports could be augment- 
ad without Brpvoly imporilling themsolvos as well as tho industry of 
ther countries.’ A duty of 12 per cent was .the most unsuitable 
ethod. Industrial exports of the countries concernedshould negotiate 
irect regarding this. Herr von Simons alloged that the London 
inference had been fixed for a date when tho American Govern- 
fent would be unable to intorvene, and. asserted that thp Allies 
‘wore pursuing a policy of strangulation by frustrating German 
\conomic negotiations with Hastern States. He concluded that the 
yoblem could only be tackled if, instead of punishment and com- 
: ifition, the ideas of help and solidarity were placed in the forefront.

Few could .tell_me 
in October what changes the War 
had affected. Composition is weak, 
especially.in the Upper School. 
Spoiling also needs.improvement. 
If children. read more at home 
these faults would be eradicated 
to a lJarge extent. Arithmetic 
has improved a little.

Mr. Irving referred to the great 
difficulty of getting teachers at 
Home.

STRENGTH OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Dae ‘ : New York, Feb. 12. 
The result of the South African elections hag ardused much 
Interest among the thinking classes of America.. In some circles 
General Smuts’s victory came as a surprise, to such an extent has the 
American public since the war been served by interested sources with 
stories tending to prove that the British Empire is in immediate 
danger of breaking up as a result. of the alleged wishes of the 
Dominions te.become independent. The Wall Street Journal urges its 
readers to study the lesson to be drawn from the elections. Especially 
it is important to remember that the ties binding the Empire are far 
atrong@r than the critics pretend. There are convincing reasons why 


" |the-British self-governing Dominions don’t cut the painter, notably 


because in all relations with foreign Powers, Canada, Australia and 


South Africa are all in an incomparably stronger position than if|* 


independent.. The exhilarating sport of twisting the Lion’s tail has 
been lamentably overdone.

Presiding at a banquet in honour of Lord Reading prior to his 
departure 'for India, Mr. Churchill, referring to the status of the 
Dominions, said a new principle for developing the Dominions was 
that of common consultation among the members of the British 
Empire with regard to the ‘difficulties of any . one of them. No 
ecision concerning the status of one nation of the Empire could be 
taken in-a final way without consultation as between the whole body. 
The Dominions would share with the Mother Country the respon- 
sibility of dealing with great, dominant questions. This principle 
might be found to have its usefulness in relation to parts of the 
Empire as far apart and widely different as Ireland and Zgypt. “I 
am hopeful and confident that in a few years our present ‘difficulties 
in Ireland and Egypt will be greatly diminished and nations which 
are now a reproach and stumbling block to the supreme cause, may 
be found to be managing. their own affairs and unfolding their own 
destiny, peaceful and prosperous, within the elastic circle of the 
British Empire.” ‘

simple podestrian have a right to use them and.have a right to find 
them safe to use, So has the motorist; but he has no greater: right. 
He comes on to a road on. precisely the same terms as anybody 
elsé; in fact, it might bo argued"in law that the onus of 
maintaining the safety of the road is more on him than on others, 
because his speed is the greater and more liable to endanger. The 
lew still has it that pedestrians have first right. Traffic regulations 
aro demgned in principle to give.the maximum amount of liberty 
and safety to ‘all road users; not to bestow privileges on one set 
of users to the. exclusion of another set. Let us get that very 
cloarly recognised before we go any farther, ‘The traffic policeman, 
whilst pretecting traffic safety, has also the duty of protecting 
pedestrians, and when he holds up a whole string of impatient 
vehicles in order to. give safe passage to.an aged lady who wishes 
to cross the road he proves the legal point mado above. And none 
of those vehicle drivers would dare accuse that lady of being an 
obstruction. 

Let motorists and others begin with the cloar realisation of the 
fact that traffic control in Hongkong is a difficult problem. Lt can- 
not be expected that tho thousands of caréless natives will conform 
‘to rules of the road so, readily as people in the Old Country, where 
rules of the road have been existence for ages, One has only to walk 
along the City’s pavemonts to discover. that. [Even as pedestrians 

“ wo bave to be tolerant of many little obstructions, and motorists will, 
until such time as the native mind has been educated up to a better 
level of.appreciation, have bé tolerant also, That provess of education 
might be slow, but we do object to the hastening of it by the use of 
batons, as.the Chairman of the meeting told us they doin Shanghai. 
Ad he rightly pointed out, this is a British Colony where equality of 
treatment is not entirely a mispomer, To knock aman on the head 

~ might bo a very effective remindor that he. is in the way, but ‘it is 
not the ideal procedure and we hopo we shall never see anything of 
the kind heré. We certainly do agree with the complaint that our 
point policemen do no traffic controlling, They indicate neither 
safety nor danger and might as well-not be there. By all means 
ed 6 a section of our Police Force for the work of traffic control 
—the control of motorists as well'as the control of others, | When the 
Chairman of the mecting stated that the day had gone by .in this 
Colony when the open roadway was tho natural place for pedestrians 
he should also have beon reminded that the’day- has not yet arrived 
(and we hope it never will) whon the motorist has carte blanche to 
speed down any road irrospoctivo of whoever else might be on it. 

“he whole matter boils down to one of reasonability; what is 
reasonable for tho entire body of road users. ee 

Our Automobile Association can quite legitimately concera 
itself with the provision of a central garage, a training school for 
drivers, rates of pay and reliability trials, but when it comes to the 

‘ question of traffic control it has the right to a part voice only. Ifit 
can belp in au advisory and co-operative way. to improve the 
Colony’s traffic control, then its efforts will be welcomed, It certain- 
ly has a right to petition the Goyernment to secure the abatement 
of the very serious nuisance of missile-throwing which had such 
tragio results last week, Tho Association should strivo“to co. 
operate with the Police in all matters of rond control, though it is 
fairly common knowledge that it has acted somewhat hostile to- 
wards our Traffic Department in the past. We readily admit. that 
traffic control needs improving; it needs improving for everybody. 
When motorista speak in the torms of road possession that were 
weed on Friday evening wo have an objection to raise. The member 
who complainod of the people leaving the Kowloon Ferry might 
be considored by those people a greater nuisance than ho counts 

‘them. It is matter of viewpoint and-of reconciling viowpoints. We 
really think that motorists have littl to complain of in the way 
the local Government has spont thousands of dollars in giving them 
soonic roade, especially when one keeps in mind tho fact that 
ninety per cent, of the motoring in thia Colony is purely- of the 
pleasure-seeking kind. The percentage of motorists to pedestrians 
is so infinitesimally small as to make the subjugation of the ‘latter 
to the pleasure of the formor a very undemocratic progedure. |, It is 
because we have tho best intorests' of motoring at heart that we 
wish to point out these things. We ehall possibly be accused of 

. being anti-motorists, because somo psople cannot-seo beyond the 
yange of thoir own solfish desires, : a

rather touching incident 


regarding tho death of a Chinese 
stoward from the- flagship of the 
British Far Eastern squadron has 
come to oar notice and we refor 
to it because we know that it has 


created a <docp impression 
amongst thoso of tho Chinese 
community who havo hard of it. 
This steward, of' the _ humblor 
class of Chinese, of very scanty 
means, was recently taked iil and 
removed to the Tung Wah 
Hoapital, where he died. On 
Saturday morning, the body was 
removed from tho mortuary for 
shipmont to Foochow, the de- 
coasod's native district. Jt was 
just an ordinary: funcral of a 
poor Chinese, with one or “two 
mourners waiting to follow 
the remains. But it was 
honoured in quite an unexpected 
mauner. As tho coffin. passed 
out of the hospital precincts, there 
stood at the gato the whole of the 
officers of the. Hawkins, in fall 
uniform,e detachment of Marines 
and the band of the flagship, who 
had come to pay a final honour 
to the momory of this humble 
servant of the ship upon which 
he had served for about a yoar, 
It was a touching and impressive 
sight, a kindly act, an acknow- 
ledgment of the truth that in 
death we all find. a common 
point, whether our station in life 
bo high or lowly. We have been 
asked, by Chinesa who wero 
present, to mention- this little 
incident and to say how much 
the kindly forethought — of 
the flagship’s officers is  ap- 
preciated. We. gladly do/’so, 
believing that such a human 
touch docs more to’ strengthon 
Anglu-Chinese  friendsbip than 
can 6ver be accomplished by the 
most elaborately arranged pro-

‘|The China Market. 


It is generally conceded that 
one of tho greatest trading and 
working nations of the world are 
the Chinese, Lor their markets 
there is the koenest competition. 
Provided the internal differences 
still making themselves felt can 
ba edjusted, extraordinary expan- 
sion is expected in Chineso trade. 
Mr. H.H. lox, I. M. Commercial 
‘Counsellor in China, has been 
conducting an extensive tour in 
the United Kingdam, in order to 
slir up interost in Chinese trade. 
He narrates’ his experiences in 
the Board. of Trade Sonrnal. 
Plainly the British merchant has 
deserted his old “take it or leave 
it” attitude. Mr. Fox found an 
unexpected degree of interest 
being shown by British manufac- 
turers. in China, Travellers are 
going out to look for business, 
and various old lines are being 
broadened and deepened. We all 
know that the con mercial honesty 
of tho people is high: while on the 
part of the Chinese there is real 
faith in British methods and goods. 
Mr. Fox's visits to representative 
firms convinced him (hat we are 
now in @ position to supply. all 
Chineso requirements, and that 
if our workinen remain true to 
their tradilions, they will once 
more turn ‘out goods, which will 
bathe best value to be had for 
money. : 


The Fire Brigade. 

Our recent comments on the 
urgent necessity of reorganising 
Fand «strengthening the Fire 
Brigade. havo been favourably

We none of us 
know when a fire may come our 
way. In some places, however, 
insurance companies: contribute 
towards tho unkeep of Fire 
Brigades, roalising that the 
better a city's fire-fighting equip- 
ment is, theless they -are likely 
to pay outin claims, We don’t 
know whether there is 
any necessity for such a 
plan being adopted here, or 
whether the application of tho 
systom would be fair to the 
insurance companies. We mere- 
ly mention it in passing to show 
what others.do. Our chiof anxiety 
is‘ that the Brigade should be 
definitely in command of men 
who have technical knowledge 
of the work, and that their re- 
commendations as to equipment, 
etc., should be acted upon. To 
deny the requests of men who 
know what is needed would be 
equivalent te expecting a wo ker 
to do a good job with bad tools. 
If we want on efficient fire-fight- 
ing sorvico wo must seo to it that 
the equipmont is of the best in’ 
type and ample in quantity,

The Chineso Now Year proved 
uneventful from the point of view 
of possible failures. The sottlo- 
ment seemed to have beon tided 
over vory well except in the case 
of three or four small firms that 
declared their insolvency.. Thero 
is a lot of money in Chinatown at 
present, and accommodation can 
be had at seven percent. All this 
money is awaiting investment; 
‘The merchants are afraid to 
operate, and ‘as Jong as there is 
no movomont of cargo’ the 
tendoncy will be fdr easy money. 
The very large stocks of rice in the 
Colony and the continual pouring 

in of fresh arrivals from Saigon 
and Bangkok with no demand for 
tho cereal from the United States 
nor Japan nor anywhere else is 
causing .much uneasiness.

AVIATION AT HAPPY 
VALLEY. 


Chinese Flyer Comes to 
Grief. 


A very unfortunate mishap pre- 
maturely terminated tho flying 
exhibition at tho Happy Valley 
yesterday when tbo aoroplane 
crashed down and tho aviator, Mr. 
Lim On, had a narrow escape from 
sorious injury. 

For the past week the Chinese 
community had been ugog with 
expectations of seeing some lively 
stunts being given at the exhibit- 
ion; consequently an enormous 
crowd of spectators thronged the 
race-course yesterday, ond anti- 
cipations were at their highest 
when Mr. Lin On appeared over 
th evalley, having flown from his 
hangar at Kowloon, From tho 
layman's viewpoint, he appeared 
to be well-circumstanced by 
weather and other conditions to 
give.a first-class exhibition but it 
was on this point that his and tho 
aviator's viewa differed, A set of 
air-currents, rendered more 
complex by a somewhat strong 
southerly breeze, set a regular 
aerial whirl-pool in motion inside 
the valley, and, caught in one of 
these. contrary forces, the 
aereplane- was hurled into en 
airpocket and ‘the crash 
resulted, : 


The aeroplane fell into a tiny 
closed-in onclosure, uscd as a 
basket ball frround by the Chineso 
Y.M.C.A., its fall being to some 
extent broken by trees, and to 
this: fortunate circumstance the 
airman attributed his escape 
from serious injuries, 

In an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Hongkong 
Telegraph, Mr. Lim = On, 
who did © not look — the 
worse for his accident, explained 
the reason of the crash. It was 
a well-known fact. amongst air- 
man, he stated, that an enclosuré 
shut in by, bills was always a 
risky locality. in which to fly, and 
Happy Valley was no exception 
to-therule. There, winds coming 
in from whatever direction, were 
caught and brought into motion 
along with other currents, with 
the result that an eddy. was 
created, producing the greatest 
possible risks,» for airmen. 
I¢ had been his intention, on 
recognising these conditions 
at the Happy Valley, to ‘desist 
from giving his acrobatic atunts, 
and merely to come down fo the 
field in response to signalling from 
the ground. On the first occassion 
when he endeavoured to do so, he 
found that the machine would not 
respond joo his contro’: the 
currents ‘“.were in opposition. 
They tilted and caused 
it to perdle helplessly. - He 
thon “ascended. and made 
for. Kowloon where another 
attempt was made to land in the 
hangar, This was. equally 
unsuccessful face ‘of the 


to Happy Valley. The: 
engines wero stopped whilst 
an endeavour was made ‘to glide 
down, but a‘guat of wind caught 
under the wings, tilting her, and 
he again had .to ascend. Then 
the machine again banked against 
a gust; and he was carried 
towards the hillside, The engine- 
was re-started; "but the 
aviator foynd that it did not 
respond «qdickly enough. The 
next instant, the maohine dropped 
into an airpooket, and was -in 
imatinent danger of crashing on 
to the roof of building, or into 
the street. : 

*By skilful’ manipulation, Mr. 
Lim, On took the machine over 
the” Y.M.C.A. enclosure, _re- 
cognising that, in that choice, he 
had a chance of escaping and at 
the same time avoiding the crowd 
which thronged the road. The
